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Sketch of an Englishman Who Went to 
Paris and Became the Arbiter 
of Woman's Wear. 


PARIS, March 11.— Worth, the famous 
“man dressmaker," is dead. 

Charles Frederick Worth was born in 
Bourne, Lincoinshire, England, in 1825. At 
the age of 13 he was apprenticed to a printer, 
his parents desiring that he learn that 
trade, but he evinced a strong hostility to 
handling type and abandoned the printing- 
Office after he had served about seven 
months. He then went to London and 
through the assistance of a friend secured 
a situation in a draper’s shop, which he 
left to enter the employment of Swan & 
Edgar, drapers, where he became a favorite. 

He first conceived the idea of designing 
fashions through conversations with the 
buyers of Swan & Edgar and frequently 
made suggestions which the heads of de- 
partments were not slow to see in a favor- 
able light. The more he talked with the 
buyers, the more he resolved to go to Paris 
and soon began the study of French. When 
about 21 years of age he went to Paris and 
shortly after his arrival in that city secured 
A place with Gagelin & Co., and in a few 
years was

plays at the London and Paris expositions. 
Later he established the firm of orth & 
Boberg and in 1870 founded the famous 
house of Worth. His fame as a dressmaker 
abounded and among the many admirers 
of his skill was the ex-Empress Eugenie, 
for whom he made a eat many elegant 
gowns. It has been sald that while Paris 
rules the world in fashion, he was the man 
who ruled Paris.

BUFFALO, N. v., March 11.—The District 


Court to-day of Clarence and Sadie Robin- 
son, indicted for murder in the first degree 
for killing Montgomery Gibbs, a young law- 
yer, a year ago. 

Gibbs was walking up a residence street 
bordered with mansions brilliant with lights 
about 10 o'clock in the evening. Suddenly 
three pistol shots rang out in quick suc- 
cession and he was found dying from a 
bullet wound in the head, lying in the drive- 
way leading to @ fashionable residence. He 
expired without a word. His assailants had 
vanished and left nothing as a clew to their 
identity. Rumors soon connected Gibbs’ 
name with some of the families in the im- 
mediate vicinity and hints of love affairs 
were rife, much to the annoyance of many 
innocent people. The theory that he was as- 
sailed by footpads was hardly credited. His 
watch and money had been untouched. A re- 
porter found what he thought was the foot- 
prints of a wom near the spot. No ar- 
rests were made. veral months later the 
Buffalo police received word from the Cleve- 
land police officials that they had Clarence 
Robinson under arrest and had wormed out 
from his pals a charge that he was impli- 
cated in a Buffalo murder. Assistant Super- 
intendent Cusack of the Buffalo police went 
to Cleveland, arrested Robinson's wife, Sa- 
die, who, thinking that her husband was 
to be charged with murder, confessed that 
she killed Gibbs herself, but refused to give 
any details. Robinson learning that his wife 
was under arrest for the murder made a 
clean breast of the matter, telling how he 
Nand his wife had gone out to “hold up some- 
body that night, she being attired as a 
man. Gibbs had resisted and in the tussle 
he had been shot. The District Attorney 
has found the disguise which Sadie wore on 


and believes he has a strong case. There are 
many people here who think that the Robin- 
sons are lying and had nothing to do with 
the affair.

OVER $500 DAMAGE DONE.

A Valuable Watch Dog Was Stolen Sat- 
urday, and the Flames Gave the 
First Notice of the Crime,

An incendiary burglar ransacked Louis 
Barlow’s butcher shop at 3510 North Market 
street, at 4 a. m., and set fire to a store- 
room on the second floor. About $500 worth 
of millwork, tools, baskets and store fix- 
tures were destroyed. 

Before he committed this dastardly deed 
the Rre-bug house breaker forced an en- 
trance to Dennis Sullivan’s saloon, at the 
northeast corner of North Market and Ba- 


con streets. He cut the glass in the front 
windows and, passing through the aperture, 
burdened himself with as much whisky, 
champaign and cigars as he could carry. 
It is likely that he partook copiously of the 
stolen fire water before he went to Bar- 
low’s place and applied the match. 

The butchershop was entered through the 
rear door, which bore no marks of forcing 
tools and was probably unlocked by a4 
duplicate key. The burglar filled a gunny 
sack with butchers’ tools, such as knives, 
cleavers, saws,. scales,.etc., and with choice 
cuts of meat. : 

He then astended to the second floor by 
a stair case from the shop, and it is likely 
that he started a blaze there when he saw 
nothing that could be carried off. 

Mr. Barlow says that there was no fire 
in the shop or the store-room, for he leases 
the whole building. After the fire gained 
headway the burglar left by the way he 
came, and dropped the sack of meat and 
tools in the yard. 

Private Watchman Murphy discovered the 
flames issuing from the windows of the 
store room and called Mr. Barlow, who lives 
at 1923 Bacon street, a short distance from 
his shop. Murphy also sounded a fire alarm 
and the department quenched the flames, 
but not before the contents of the store 
room had been destroyed. The loss is cover- 
ed by insurance. 

BARLOW’'S DOG STOLEN. 

The burglar was thoroughly acquainted 
with the neighborhood and he planned his 
crime deliberately, for Saturday night Mr.

INTEREST MERCHANTS. 3 


Decisions Rendered by the U. 8. Su 
preme Court. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—In, the 
United States Supreme Court, to-day, two 
decisions were rendered in cases involving 
the question of the collection of duties. 
In the first of these, that of Beautell vs. 
Magone, the Collector of the Port of New 


York, the question involved was the classi- 
fication of certain rugs woven on looms not 
fit for weaving carpets, but which had been 
assessed as Wilton carpet, because t sur- 
face was cut so as to give it the app ce 
of plush. The case was appealed fr the 
Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York, which had sustained the classi- 
fication of the Collector; but the Supreme 
Court reversed this decision, saying that 
the rugs were rugs, and not carpet. 

The other tariff case was Cooper, col- 
lector vs: John and James Lobson, involving 
the classification of certain goathair which 
the Circuit Court for the Eastern District 
of Pennsylvania had held to be free of duty, 
contrary to the decision of the collector. 
The decision in this case was set aside 
and a new trial ordered. 

Justice Gray deliwered the opinion of the 
Court in the case of Catherine Goldey, ap- 
pealed from the decision in the Circuit 
Court for the Eastern District of New 
York. This was a case tn which Mrs. Gol- 
dey asked damages in the sum of $100,000, 
for 3 libel. The judgment was af- 

rmed. 

The case of James Henderson et al., owns 
ers of the steamer. Caledonia, vs. Meyer 
Goldsmith, involved the question of the Ha- 
bility of a carrier for loss by delay in the 
shipment of merchandise. e case was 
appealed by the owners of the vessel from 
the decision of the Ctreuit Court for the 
Massachusetts District, which had held 
them responsible for loss caused by delay 
in the shipment of cattle. The defense in 
the original case was that the delay was 
cocasioned by the breaking of the vessel's 
Saft. 

The court held, however, that the excep- 
tion was not sufficiently specific and sus- 
tained the judgment of the court below. A 
vessel, said Chief Justice Fuller, in deliy- 
ering the opinion, must be really seaworthy; 
it was not suffictent that its owners should 
think it was seaworthy. Justices Brown, 
Harland and Brewer dissented. + 

The court announced that the interstate 
commerce cases, one of which involves the 
long and short haul and another of which is 
known as the “social circle,’’ has been re- 
stored to the docket for reargument at the 
next term. The court also announced a re- 
cess until Monday, the 25th inst., after dis- 
posing of the cases now on hearing.

The Clearing House Association meets at 
8:30 Monday afternoon to discuss the modi- 
fication of the rule requiring the banks in 
the association to exact a fee of 50 cents on 
each $1,000 of New York. issued, 
and there is every probability of a change 
being made. The merchants of the city have 


| made such a vigorous protest that the banks 


will probably feel obliged to take this step, 


even if they go no further. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter was Monday 
morning shown four drafts on St. Louis 
three of them from towns within a . of 
fifty miles of St. Louis, which h been 
cleared through Chicago banks in order to 
avoid the charges made by St. Louis, but not 
by Chicago s. This state of affairs ap- 
lies to many points in Missouri and more 
han one St. cote merchant is now keeping 
an account in Chicago in order to avoid the 
charges made by local banks on checks 
from interior points. St. Louis banks are 
the losers thereby. Discussing this matter, 
a leadi wholesale grocer said: | 
“Local banks are allowing country banks 
interest at the rate of 2 per cent and upward 
on their daily balances, claiming that it is 
done out of courtesy. Let these same banks 
not only do not allow interest on the daily 
balances of firms which carry accounts five 
times as great as those carried by the av- 
erage country banks, but they make ex- 
cessive charges for collecting their checks 
and seem to try to do everything in their 
wer to drive capital away from the city. 
t is ridiculous for them to claim that they 
are losing money, when within the year 
their stocks have made heavy advances in 
the s ck markets, one bank, for instance, 
whose stock wag quoted at 80 about one 
year ago, now being worth from 134 to 188.“

NEW ELECTION LAW. 


Reasons Advanced Why the Legislature 
Should Enact One. 


Speaking of the necessity of the Missouri 
Legislature passing an election law calcu- 
lated to insure purity of elections, Frederick 


N. Judson in an interview with a Post- 
ce reporter said: 

„T think it will be a public calamity if 
the General Assembly adjourns without en- 
acting a radical reform in our election laws. 
The so-called Filley bill passed by the House 
of Representatives is substantially copied 
from the Illinois law, and has many excel- 
lent provisions, a for instance, precinct 
registration for eath election, with ample 
publicity, and other stringent requirements 
to insure honest elections. 

“On the other hand, the appointment of 

Board of Election Gommissioners by the 
Circuit Court and making them and the 
judges of election officers of the Circuit 
Court are o to very grave objections. 
The Circuit Judges should not be dispensers 
of patronage and the subjecting of election 
officers to. summary punishment, without 
trial by jury, for violation of electionJaws, 
on the ground of their being dubbed ‘officers 
of the court,’ would be, to —4 the least of 
it, legislation of very doubtful constitution- 
ality. 

“The issuing of certificates of registration, 
as proposed by the bill pending in the Sen- 
ate, would open the door to very great op- 
portunities for fraud, and, in the opinion of 
many competent to judge, would be no im- 
provement on the present system. But by 
small precincts, with registration therein 
for each election,completed a sufficient time 
before the election to admit of impartial 
scrutiny and correction, with judges and 
clerks appointed at least sixty days before 
the election, subject to rejection by an im- 
partial tribunal on, preferment of charges, 
would be an immense improvement over the 
present system, and would reduce to a 
minimum the opportunities for fraud. . 

„Mr. Higgins, the Recorder of Voters; 
Mr. Carlisle, his predecessor, and all who 
have observed the workings of the present 
. system, agree that it is entirely inadequate 
to the wants of the city, and the reforms 
suggested are essential. In my opinion, the 
Democrats in the State Senate will make 
a blunder if they permit the Republicans to 
make the Senates failure to act a party 
issue.’

WHITE OAKS, N. M., March 11.—The fire 
in the Old Abe mine near here was brought 
under control late last night.

out in the change room of the hoist-house, 
of the Old Abe mine, completely destroying 
it, the wood and smith shops, the hoisting 
machine and wood-work of the shaft.

THEY MUST PAY 


Americans Receiving Dividends 
From Foreign Corporations. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The Treasury 
officials made an important ruling in re-\ 
spect to the liability under the income tax 
law of dividends received from corporations, 


It is held that dividends received by a res- 
ident of the United States from corpora- 
tions, foreign or otherwise, doing business 
wholly without the United States and hav- 
ing its principal offices and property out of 
the United States, must be returned as in- 
come. Such incorporation not being liable 
on its net profits, the dividends must be 
returned as income by the persons receiving 
the same. 

Judge Charles Speck, Collector of Internal 
Revenue of St. Louis, who incidentally has 
charge of the income tax collection, when 
shown the foregoing dispatch said: 

“I have not received any official notifica- 
tion of such a decision, but I do not doubt 
that it is true, as the law reads that way. 
I do not think the citizens of St. Louis will 
be affected to any considerable extent by 
the decision, as do not think there are 
very many capitalists here who have their 
money invested in foreign corporations. The 
decision is a very natural and a very just 
one, I think. For instance, if you are a 
stockholder in the Bank of Commerce and 
it declares a dividend, the bank pays the 2 
per cent income tax on the profit and you 
are assessed your pro rata. ut if you hold 
stock in a company in London and it de- 
clares a dividend you must pay the income 
tax on your share of the profit, as the com- 
pany will not.“

Trouble Among the Men on the Olympia 
and Monterey. 


WASHINGTON, March -The com- 
plaint that comes from Valle os, Cal, ot un- 
due restrictions upon the commutation of 
rations of the sailors on the Monterey and 


ol a were very promptly ascribed by 
the cials of the Navy Department to m- 
te shop-keepers in the town, who 
have profited 1 ely by the sailors’ trade. 
As explained at the Navy Department, the 
state of the case is as follows: It has been 
customary to allow the commander of a 
vessel to use his discretion as to the num- 
ber of rations that might be commuted 
by each mess. This has led to some trouble. 
In some cases the commanding officer was 
very severe in restricting the number of 
commutations; in others the privilege was 
extended without restriction, so there was 
complaint among the lors of discrimina- 
tion. Again, it has been found that when a 
ship -was called upon suddenly to put to 
sea, the messes were not properly s lied 
with rations owing to the number of com- 
mutations, In one case the entire marine 
guard of the ship was rationless owing to

The identity of the young woman who, 
under the name of Helen Lesser, took 
poison at the California House, Kansas 
City, on March 5, has been established by 
her death. 
A dispatch was received from Kansas 
City this morning stating that five minutes 
before she died last night she told those 
around her bedside that her real name was 
Gertrud itz, and that she was the daugh- 
ter of Mrs. E. Sestey, a nurse in the St. 
1 — Episcopal Orphans’ Home. 
nvestigation at this institution resulted 
the corroboration of these disclosures. 
rs. Bestey was seen and told enough to 
clear doubt as to the girl’s Identity, al- 
tho she could give no good reason for 
her suicide, 
According to the mother Gertrude, who

Gertrude Seitz was about 24 years old, ac- 
cording to the statements of her mother. 
Her former home was with her parents in 
Bunker Hill, Ill. About six years ago she 
met a young Southerner, Harry C. Seitz, 
and th were married. He was a book- 
keeper Tor some firm in Birmingham, Ala., 
and they went there to live. 

Two children were born to them, but both 
died, and to add to their troubles Seitz lost 
his position. His circumstances 6 80 
bad that about two and a half years ago 
Mr. Sestey sent Gertrude money enough to 
come to Bunker Hill to tide matters over. 
She parted with her husband on the best 
of terms and kept up a correspondence with 
him for several months. The last letter she 
received from him stated that he expected 
to to Louisville, and thence to Bunker 
Hit Since that time no word has ever 
been heard of him, either by the wife or the 
parents of Seitz. 

He disappeared as completely as though 
annihilated, and all the efforts by adver- 
‘tisement and otherwise have failed to 
find trace of him. 

This is said to have worried Mrs. Seitz 
greatly, and in addition her own health be- 

an to break. She inherited consumption 
rom her father, and dread of the disease 
has kept her in a constant state of worry. 
It is these two things by which Mrs. Sestey 
acounts for the suicide. 

Shortly after the disappearance of Seitz 
the Sesteys moved to St. Louis, where they 
have since resided. Mrs. Sestey has been 
working several months now in the Or- 
phans’ home and the daughter had been 
there a month before she went away 80 
suddenly. Mr. Sestey is now very ill with 
consumption and unable to work. 

When Mrs. Sestey was informed that her 
Caughter had attempted suicide she ex- 
pressed the greatest surprise. The infor- 
mation that she was dead was withheld 
from her for obvious reasons. 

“Oh, the silly child,’ she exclaimed, didn't 
she know that such a thing would hurt 
me more than anything on earth? How 
could she do it? She must have worried 
over her fear of consumption. There is not 
a particle of truth in the report that she 
had trouble with any man. At least, I never 
heard of it if there was, but the girl was al- 
Ways very reticent about her affairs. She 
sometimes spoke of going to Kansas City. 
I remember she once asked me how far it 
was. Itold her 900 miles, but she said she 
thought that she would go there, 
because she didn't like St. Louis. I never 
dreamed though, that she would do any- 
thing Uke this.“ 

Before the reporter left Mrs. Sestey in- 
quired anxiously as to her daughter's con- 
dition. The question was evaded and she 
exclaimed: 

I'm afraid she will not live, for she never 
would have told her real name if she had 
not thought she was going to die.“ 

Mrs. Sestey spoke more wisely than she 
knew when she uttered these words, for it 
was not until the girl felt death’s clutch 
upon her that she gave up her secret. 


“MOTHER WILL FORGIVE ME.” 


The Words of Mrs. Gertrude Geitz Just 
Before Her Death. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 11.—The 
— woman who attempted suicide last 

uesday in a Union avenue lodging-house, 
and who gave her name as Helen Lesser of 
St. Louis, died last night at the City Hos- 
pital. Five minutes before her death she 
whispered to one of the nurses that her 
true name was Mrs. Gertrude Geitz, and 
that she was a daughter of Mrs. E. Sesty, 
a nurse at the Episcopal Orphans’ Home, 
St. Louis. She ve no reason for having 
taken poison. Just before she died she 
murmured: “My dear mother will forgive 
me, I know, for the shame I have brought 
on — this. I wanted to die without 
her knowing what I have done, but I could 
not.“ 
Since the young woman was found uncon- 
scious in the lodging-house last Tuesday 
she had until the moment of her death re- 
fused positively to tell who she was. Her 
only reason for disclosing her true name at 
the last was_to avoid having her body given 
for anat ical purposes, as is done with the 
bodies all the unknown dead in this city.

BOTH CLAIM ADVANTAGE. 
Situation of Affairs in the Pittsburg 
Miners’ Strike. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 11.—The strike 
of the miners of the Pittsburg district has 
reached that point where both sides are 
claiming the advantage. The miners say 
they now have over 5,000 men working at 
the 69-cent rate. The fourth pool opefators 
Saturday evening, at 
which they agreed to pay the 69-cent rate, 
and most of the men returned to work this 
morning. The remainder will be at their 
places to-morrow. 

The operators of the entire district will 
meet here this afternoon to discuss the sit- 
uation, but a number of them are authority 
for the statement that they will adhere 
to the 56-cent rate and will make no over- 
tures to the miners. They claim that the 
meeting is merely for the purpose of con- 
ferring together and is no si of weak- 
ness on their part as perdi yg the em- 
ployes. Col W. P. Rend of Chicago, when 
asked if it were true that he had sent a 
telegram denying that he had granted the 
increase to his men, refused to confirm or 
deny the report. The fact that his men are 
at work is considered evidence that he is 
paying the 69-cent rate. 

Sheriff Wilhelm of Fayette County sent 
deputies to the Stickle Hollow mines of the 
Washington Coal and Coke Co. Saturday 
night, having heard that the river miners 
contemplated an attack on the non-union- 
ists who are at work there. No trouble oc- 
curred, however. Stickle Hollow was the 
scene of the bloodiest riot during the strike 
last year.

BUFFALO, N. Y., March fi.—John B. 
Manning, the malster, made an assignment 
to-day to John A. Kennedy of the Niagara 
Bank. The assignment is ascribed to the 
kallure of the Standard Brewing Co., Bal- 
timore, which owed John B. Manning ani 
Manning & Sons upward of $100,000. 

Mr. Manning has been Mayor of Buffalo 
and possesses large property interests in 
this city and vicinity, upon which during 
the recent period of depression he has been 
unable to realize ready cash. He has been 
looked upon as one of the solid financial 
men of Buffalo, and it is said that the assets 
will exceed the liabilities.

Labor Troubles at New Orleans 
Result in Bloodshed. 


TWO MEN FATALLY INJURED. 


White Strikers Attack the Negroes 
Who Had Gone to Work in 
Their Places. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
NEW ORLEANS, La., March 11.—Blood- 
shed again resulted from the labor froubles 


on the levee to-day. ‘ 

At about 10 o’clock, a gang of colored 
levee laborers were walking along the 
wharf a few yards above Jackson avenue, 
when about fifty or sixty white men, armed 
with guns opened fire on them, There ap- 
pears to have been no ¢ h or provocation, 
and the shooting seem to have had no 
other cause than ill feeling between the 
union and non-union laborers on the levee. 
Three dozen shots were fired, many of which 
flew toward a ferry boat, then landing at the 
Jackson avenue wharf. 

Two of the negroes, John Parker and Phil- 
ip Fischer, were shot. The wounded men 
were removed to the hospital in a dying con- 
dition. No arrests were made, although 
there is a large number of police present.

Rearranging Territory. 
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Fitzwilliams’ Murderers Confess 
the McCulloch Assassination. 


EFFORT TO GAIN MORE TIME. 


Story Which, in the Light of Past 
Events, Seems to Be of a Rather 
Unreliable Character. 


Jim and Ed Murray, the negroes sentenced 
to hang Thursday of next week for the 
murder of the Midland Railway motorman 
and conductor, Edgar Fitzwilliams, on the 
night of September 26, 1893, are resorting to 
desperate measures in an attempt to avert 
their impending fate. They have made 
written statements to Sheriff Garrett, pre- 
tending to explain the mysterious murder 
of Banker McColloch at his home in Fer- 
guson, May 19, 1893, in the hope that they 
may secure from the Governor a commuta- 
tion of sentence or at least a reprieve. 

Both the McCulloch and the Fitzwilliams 
murders were committed in St. Louis Coun- 
ty and it was supposed by many that the 
same men were implicated in both. Will- 
iam Hensley, colored, was the man who 
first told the police that the Murray boys 
killed Fitzwilliams. When the Murrays 
were arrested they admitted being on the 
ear whereon Fitzwilliams was killed, but 
they claimed that they were accompanied 
by Hensley and a negro named Georg Kir- 
by. They further charged that irby 
killed Fitzwilliams, and that Hensley was 
the man who pulled the trolley off the wire, 
thereby throwing the car in darkness. 
Their story about Hensley was not given 
general credence, as it was attributed by 
many to a motive of revenge on their part 
against the man who was the cause of 
their imprisonment. 

THE SECOND CONFESSION. 

January 6, 1834, however, they told an 
even more sensational story about Hensley 
and Kirby. They informed Sheriff Garrett 
that Hensley had confessed to them that 
he and Kirby had murdered Banker McCol- 
loch. To a Post-Dispatch reporter, who 
visited them in jail at Clayton, both Jim 
and Ed Murray described the manner in 
which Hensley told them he and Kirby had 


murdered MecColloch: how they went out the 
Wabash tracks from St. Louis and laid 
around Ferguson until the lights went out; 
how, when everything was dark, they 
climbed into the McColloch home from 
a porch, through a back window - how Kir- 
by in going through the banker’s trousers, 
knocked over a chair and caused a noise 
which awakened McColloch; how Kirby and 
Hensley then mn at through the window, 
how Hensley got behind a tree, but Kirby 
ran into McColloch, who had followed him 
out on the porch, and shot him. 

Kirby, alias Charles Williams, in the 
penitentiary at that time for larceny, em- 
phatically denied the Murray story when 
asked about it. Hensley was arrested and 
indicted for compkcity in the Fitzwilliams 
murder on the strength of their story, but 
was discharged on his trial. He is now in 
St. Louis. 

Later the Murrays told Sheriff Garrett 
still another story about a fellow called 
‘Dude Charley being implicated in both 
murders. On reading thetr description of 
“Dude Charley” in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch Constable Charles T. Edler of Luder 
township, Montgemery County, 
arrested a man named Charles

TWO MORE MURDERS. 

Minneapolis has two more murder cases. 
who was stabbed by Paul 
Kleinschmidt Friday night. at a birthday par- 
ty given by their landlady, died this morning. 
Kleinschmidt is under arrest and will be 
tried for murder. He pleads self-defense. 

The second murder occurred in Northeast 
Minneapolis to-day. As a result of a long 
series of family quarrels Nicholas Bodvin, 
a boy of 17, shot his father, Peter Bodvin, 
twice through the head. The boy claims 
that his father attacked him, but circum- 
stantial evidence seems to show that the 
boy approached him from behind, struck his 
father with some blunt instrument and then 
shot him. After committing the crime he 
gave himself up. 


GETTING TOGETHER. 


Preparing a Democratic Council- 


manic Slate. 


Among the rank and file of the party 
the talk now is that Col. Ed Butler. C. C. 
Maffitt and Dr. F. J. Lutz will dictate the 
Democratic councilmanic slate. With these 
three bosses working together it is ad- 
mitted that they can control the machine, 
and whenever there is an object to be 
gained, it is claimed, they come together 
readily enough. Personally and politically 
“Butler and Lutz do not seem to have much 
use for the other, but the workers assert 
that each is too clever to let the other inter- 
fere with his political wire-pulling. 

Through his business connections Maffitt 
is a power in loca] politics-and in order to 
protect his street railway interests he is 


certain to demand his share of the ticket. 
when it comes to naming councilmen. If 
the workers can be believed these three 
men have the power to dictate a slate with- 
out outside assistance, but it is conceded 
that the O’Meara-Brady-Higgins wing of 
the party, in North St. Louis, will secure 
recognition. This element was very much 
in the saddle last fall, but the downfall of 
the ticket knocked them out to a certain 
extent. 

Nevertheless, as long as Brady remains 
chairman of the City Committee and Hig- 

ns continues Recorder of Voters, Butler, 

affitt and Lutz will scarcely ignore their 
sponsor, Lieutenant-Governor O'Meara. 
According to this ri the ticket will be 
selected by Butler, affitt, Lutz and 
O’Meara. The workers are convinced that 
this quartette will agree upon six names 
before the eighteen are submitted to the 
convention. If such an understanding is 
reached twelve “dead ones’’ will go before 
the convention, to be knocked down. 

In the way of dividing up the ticket the 
knowing ones seem to think that Butler 
and Maffitt will get two men apiece, leaving 
the rene two to be divided between 
Lutz and O'Meara. Of course this is only 
a surmise of what the machine bosses are 
figuring on and working for. It is conceded 
that their influence was all powerful in the 
convention last 4 — 4 and just at 
present it looks as though they will be 
just as strong on March 18. 

However, there is many a slip betwixt 
the cup and the. Up., and the sentiment 
against boss rule is liable to assert itself is 
the ranks of the wunterrified, when least 
expected. In allowing themselves to be led 
like sheep last Wednesday the delegates 
anything but satisfied the rank and file of 
their party. This fact has demonstrated 
itself throughout the wards since the con- 
vention, and it may bring about disastrous 
results ‘to the promotors of the postpone- 
ment scheme, By the time the convention 
meets they may find themselves over- 
whelmed by the fear of boss rule, and in 
that case the slate will have to be a strong 
one to pull through. 

The bosses may find it an easy job con- 
trolling the committee of twenty-eight, but 
it may be another matter altogether hand- 


ling the convention.

He 
may be a stranger with but a vague idea 
of what is best worth seeing in the great 
city where he is temporarily sojourning. 
A few hints or suggestions would add 
greatly to the profit and pleasure of his 
stay. But they are not given. Except in 
a few instances no personal relations 
whatever are established, the clerks 
standing as much aloof as the head of the 
house. 

The fact mentioned by our visitors that 
in St. Louis it is different shaws that 
our business men have a better knowl- 
edge of human nature. It also points 
the way in which St. Louls can still 
further differentiate herself fram her 
competitors. It would be worth while 
for the clubs and business organizations 
of the city to adopt systematic plans for 
making the stay of our visitors agreeable. 
At any rate they should be made ac- 
quainted with St. Lovis and with its 
recent progress as a trade and manu- 
facturing center. 

Courtesy costs nothing. Yet as it is a 
graceful adornment of social intercourse, 
so in business it is one of the best of 
investments.

OUR ‘VICTIMIZE D GOVERNMENT. 


Adam Smith, the fountain-head of 
modern economic science, laid down cer- 
tain fundamental principles regarding 
maney which have a special bearing on 
the situation in this country and the re- 
cent action of the Government. He dem- 
onstrated that the demands of trade reg- 
ulate the maney supply and the inflow 
and outflow of money; that it is impossi- 
ble either to stop the importation or ex- 
portation of gold when the conditians of 
trade demand its importation or exporta- 
tion, and that there can be no more 
foolish and useless action on the part of 
a government than to attempt to reg- 
ulate the rate of exchange or the supply 
of money. 

Yet the Sunday Post- Dispatch yester- 
day reported the efforts of the Belmont- 
Morgan syndicate to regulate the rate 
of exchange in pursuance of a compact 
with the Government. The Government 
actually entered into a contract with a 
group of bankers to do the impossible, if 
present money conditions are the results 
of freely operating natural causes. If, 
on the ether hand, the bond syndicate 
ean do what it has contracted to do, the 
eonditions are not natural, but have been 
artificially created for the purpose of 
profiting by them. 

In either case the Government is a 
victim. If the syndicate cannot carry 
out its contract the Government has been 
swindled, and if it can, the Government is 
the victim of its own folly and of the 
unscrupulous cupidity of a gang of spec- 
ulators who have induced it to follow a 
misguided policy which has given them 
control of the money merket. 


HOW STREET CLEANING MONEY GOES. 


The streets of St. 
dirty and are dirty. Scarcely a pretense 
has been made of cleaning them. Yet 
the appropriation for this purpose is 
nearly exhausted and the demand for 
cleanliness’ at the most critical time of 
the year is met with the plea of poverty. 

This plea cannot be accepted in justifi- 
cation of the failure of the Street Clean- 
ing Department to do its work. The 
Street Commissioner cannot say that 
the money appropriated for street clean- 
ing has been inadequate. The report of 
the CouncH Retrenchment Committee 
and the pille introduced in the Council 
providing for the reduction of the force 
in the Street Department show that the 
money has not been expended in honest 
work, but has been wasted in super- 
fluous salaries and useless inspectors. 
It has been used to maintain a political 
machine. 

This is the kind of misgovernment 
whieh has left St. Louis with a treasury 
stripped of money and streets full of 
mud and filth. It must be stopped. The 
meney appropriated for street cleaning 
must be used to clean the streets and not 
eaten up by superfluous aggregations of 
tax-abserhing and salary-grabbing offi- 
cials. 

But the present emergency must be 
met by a sufficient appropriation to do 
by henest expenditure the work left un- 
done through waste of means.

“In order to attempt to do justice in a 
matter of this kind the Court will send the 
case to Justice Hanley, who may in connec- 
tion with his constable, Huetteman, being 
of an 2 sect, as this Court is in- 
formed, eliminate all sectarianism from the 
controversy and the parties may then 
proceed on their legal proofs and argu-

Justice Cline further said that the in- 
troduction of-religious differences into the 
controversy was sheer foolishness. 


Monthly Mortality Report. 


The report of the Health Department for 
February shows 787 deaths, eompared to 
623 deaths in February of 1894. The severe 
weather, causing an increase of pulmonary 
and similar troubles, is 2 responsible 
for the increase. There were deaths due 
to la grippe, 73 to bronchitis, 93 to pneumo- 
nia, 90 to consumption, compared to 1. „ 
and 61, respectively, in February of ‘ 
Smali-pox carried off 17, diphtheria , croup 
16. The comparative totals for 1895 and 1894 
are: Deaths due to zymotic diseases, 110 
and 79; constitutional, 141 and 108; local, 
% and 351; developmental, 99 and 63; vio- 
lence, 42 and 27. Of the 787 deaths, 667 were 
white and 120 colored.

as the Wiggins Kerry Co. owns all 
— 4 facilities. St. Louis and Hast 
St. Louis businessmen expect, in a short 
time, to bring the matter before the IIli- 
nois Legislature in the hope of getting some 
relief. Owing to the character of these 
charges, it is stated, in five years there have 
not been five cars of h handled at East 
St. Louis for reshipment to Southern points, 
until the past week, when, owing to the 
low rates made by the new barge line, forty 
cars came in. It is authoritatively stated 
that no less than 300 cars a week should and 
would pass through East St. Louis each 
week but for this charge. 

There is talk of building a belt road at 
East St. Louis to place Illinois shippers in 
a position to reach the river without being 
subjected to this charge. At present, on 
hay, the charge is 50 cents per ton for 
switching, while’ shipments can be made to 
New Orleans at $2 per ton, loading and un- 
loading freé for shippers, while the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. compels shippers and receiv- 
* to do their own handling 

St. Louls merchants say they are in dan- 
ger of losing nearly all of this business 

rom Southern Illinois unless something 
is.done toward getting a reduction of these 
charges, as the Chicago, Paducah Mem- 
phis Railroad, which is now in operation 
from Marion to Altamont, III., is extending 
its line from Altamont to Paducah, and 
when finished it will take all the freight 
business of Southern Illinois to the Ohio 
River for reshipment there. This. road 
crosses the Ohio & Mississippi at Salem, 
the Louisville & Nashville at Mt. Vernon 
and the Cairo Short Line at Benton.
